- Use of a "maximum set packing" formulation, on page 5, in the paragraph before 
Algorithm 2. 

- Use of comparing two different pools, on page 6 of the publication. 

- Assistance in writing the summaries of the article embodied in the "Abstract," 
"Introduction" and "Conclusion", as well as provision of commentary to improve the overall 
clarity of the article.
